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Captivity 3. of which you may read, 2. Kings, 15. 29. 
The other was, when Salmanaſer over-run the whol Land, 
carryed captive the generality of the people, and ſet an 
end to that Kingdom. The Lord comforteth his people 
of the Kingdom of Judah, that the trouble,which was to 
come upon them by Sennacherib, ſhould not be ſo grie- 
vous, as either of theſe. For ſaith he; Nevertiheles the 
dinmeſs ſhall not be ſuch, as was in her vexation : when at the 
firſt be lightly afflifed the land of Lebulun, and the Land of 
Naphtali, and afterwards did more grievouſly affli& her by the 
way of the Sea, Jordan in Galile of the Nations, _T 
The ſecond verſeis a great Promiſe of Deliverance. The 
people that walkedin darkneſs have ſeen a great light : they that 
dwel in the Landof the ſhadow of death, upon them hath the light 
ſoined. The Prophet ſpeaks of al the Jews in both King- 
doms, as one Body. When the Kingdome of 7frae! was 
laid waſt, it is probable, that many of thoſe ten Tribes 
fled into the land of Juds4h. When Sernacherib invaded 
Judah, raining the Countreys,. as .he paſſed, with his 
army 3 the multitude of the people retyred before him 
into. Jeruſalem. The King of. Aſpris beſiegeth that great 
City, and with his mighty Army over ſhadowsit,as with 
Darkneſs, and the ſhadow of Death. Now in the thickneſs 
ofthis darkneſs a light ariſeth, and ſhines forth upon the. 
people by the prayer of Hezekiah,the prophecy of Eſaiah, - 
the deſcent of the Lord from Heayen by a mighty 
Angel. 

Behold thedifference, which God makes between the 
Kingdem of 1/rael, and of Judah; thoſe, who ſet up 
Calves to themſelves, who worſhip the makerof Hea- 
ven, and Earth, after the en. apr 3-" of their own 
heart, in the Imiges, and works of their own hands F 
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and thoſe, who worlbip him in his own Temple at Jerw- 
ſalem, which is a figure of Jeſus Chriſt, the only Image of 
the Juviſible God, as he makes bimſelf known tous by 
his own Spirit. | 

You have three ſences of the firſt part of the 3. verſe, 
Thou haſt meltiplyedghe Nation, and {yuh increaſed the joy - 
Some apply this to Semnacheribs Army, which was ſo nu- 
merous, and a Collection of ſo many Nations. The 
Heathen were gathered together agaiuſt Jern/alemin vaſt 
numbers: but they had no joyin it, proportionable to 
their Combinations, and their Confidence. Orhers 
interpret it of the Jews ſhut up in Jer»ſalem, during 
the ſiege. You may read the words,as the Margin points 
it out to you; in ſtead of; Thow haſt not increaſed the joy; 
thou haft increaſed the joy to hilt that is to Hezekiab, who 
was then King of Judah; as if he ſhould ſay; Thow haſt by 
occaſion of this ſtege multiplied the people round about Hezekiah 
in Jeruſalem, and now in the Eyes of themal thou ſetteſt hins 
wp on high, andincreaſſt his joy, by that Miracle, which thou 
workeſ# to deliver them for his ſake. Or elſe, there is a ſweet 
Antitheſis, or Oppoſstion 1n the words. On Sennacheribs 
part thou multiplieſt the Nation, his Army, and outward ftren- 
gths : but thox increaſeſt the joy to Hezekiah* They joy before 
thee according to the Jo of harveſt,and as men rejoyce, whemthey 
divide the Spoile. This was the joy of the people of God, 
when they came forth from the City, and found thedead 
bodys of their enemies lying in the fields, like Corn new- 
ly cut down, and their. treaſures, like ful Ears of 
Corn. - 

We may obſerve two things from this ver/e. 

Firſt, The end of affiction frequently is to gather up 
beleevers cloſe to Jeſas Chriſt in his own perſon, or in the— 
Anoyntings of his-ſ] _ npon ſome choſen ones; that

he may increaſe the honor, and joy ofchele in the fight 
of al the people, by that Salration, which he works 
thorow them, and for their ſakes. 

Secondly, The joy of the Saints in their deliverances js 
a Double joy; a Haveft of ſpiritual glories, and conſola- 
tions in the appearances of God to them: the ſpoil of 
the enemy, whoſe Power, and wealth becomes theirs, 
while they are cut off by the appearances of God for his 
beloved. Thus Jeſs Chriſt at the ſametime aſcended into 
Heaven to the Father, and ſpoyled the powers, and 
Principalities of this world, carrying Captivity Captive, 
Thus our Savior tels the Saints, that what ever they loſe, 
that is dear ro them in this world, they ſhal have ic a- 
gain an hundred-fold,and everlaſtine Life. There is the har- 
velt of Spiritual joyes, ing Life. There is the 
ſpoil of the enemy, and Captivity Captivated,when they 
recover al the Beautys, joyes, ſweetneſles of this world 
out of the hand of the enemy, and have them ax hung e4- 
folds, by poſſeſſang al, even that, which was the enemies 
to03 by having al after a loſs, a fight, by a victory 3 have 
ing al natural joyes heighthned by their Vnion with ſpi- 
ritual enjoyments. 

The deliverance of Jernſalem from Sennacherib is ſet out 

in terſe, 4. by a compariſon with the deſtructionof M- 
dian. Thou haft broken the yoke of his burthen, and the ſtaff of 
his Shoulder and the rod of his oppreſſour, as in the day of Mt- 
dian. You may ſee the ſtory of Midiaw in the ſeventh Chop- 
ter of Judges. It was wholly miraculous, and had theſe 
Eziraordinary things in it. Firſt, God divided Gideon's 
Army from him by one Diviſion uponanother, until he 
had leflened it from thirty thouſand, to three hundred ; ver. 
3.6,7. Secondly, The terror upon the ſpirit of the 
Midianites, and courage infuſed into —_ by a 
reamz 
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dream; verſe, 13, 14,15. Thirdly, The manner of the 
vi on Gideon's part, who with his men ſtocd til, 
breaking their pitchers, holding forth their ) 
blowing with their Trumpets, crying 3 The Sword of the 
Lord, and of Gideon ; which were al fighs of faith, and 
Prayer, of the yertue of the Death, ReſurreCtion; Glory, 
and Spirit of the Lord Jeſus in the Goſpel : verſe, 20 ar, 
Fourthly,the deſtruftion of the Mi4ian7zes one by another 
before that Gideon, or his men ſtrik one ſtrok. The 
cverthrow of Sexnacherib, and his Army holds a reſer- 


| blance with that of Midiar; in gereral,in the miraculou(- 


neſs of it; in perticulers; Firſt, Althe land of Judah was 
ovyer-run, and only Jeruſalem left, where alſo was, as 
commentatours tel us from rhe Scripture, a powerful, 
be numerons party divided from Hezekieh in a conſpira 
todeliver up the City to Semacherib. Second! \Hezehiah%s 
mourning, and Humiliation was the breaking of the 
Pitcher; Eſaiab's prophecy, and meſſage to him upon it, 
which was fal of ſpirituality, of Evangelicalneſs, of 
tryuwph, which was-as the Lawps ſbiming forth oponthe 
breaking of the pitcher; the Comming down of the Angel, 
by which the Army periſhed, , was the ſonnding ofthe 
Trumpet,and the cry of the Sword of the Lord. Thirdly, 
The Army was overthrown withont a fight.Fourthly$Sen- 
nicherib was\laine by his own Sons, as the Midianites ſet 
every man his Sword againſt his feflow. 

In the 9. verſe, theReaſon of this wonderful Salvation 
is given: For to ## aChild js born, to ws a Son # given Oc, 
This in the tetter is expounded of Hezek7ah, as he was a 
figure of Chriſt. But the Jews themſelves acknowledy 
this whol Seripture to have a more fublime ſenſe, and ro 
relate to the Meſſs-h, which 13 Jcſos Chriſt, We may 


learn this from it. 
Firſt, 
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Firſt, That al the: eminent works,. and wonders of 
God in the world, by which he ſaves his people, or 
EXecutes vengeance on his enemies, are figures, and fore- 
runzers of the Day of Chriſt. 

Secondly, Some new birth and bringing forth of Chrift 

- intothe world in his own Per/on,or in his fpirit,orin ſome 
eminent Type, 01 Saint, or Diſpenſation, is the ground, on 
which God builds his works of wonder in the world for 
the good ofhis Church, orthe Ruin of wicked men,and 
powers. | 


Having thus levelled the ground round about my 
Text, I come to my Text it ſelf, which compares the de- 
ſtruction of Sernacherib before Jeruſalem with al warres b 
way of tranſcendency. For every battel of the warrior is wit 
confuſed noyſe, and garments rolled in Blood : but this ſhal be 
with fire,and burningof Fuel.The difference between every 
battail, and this ſlaughter of the 4ſ{yriavs is three fold : 
Firſt, There are warriors on both ſides: here Fire, and 
Fuel meet. Secondly, There is a confuſed cry - here al 
is in ſilence. Thirdly, There is a plentiful effuſion of 
blood: Here no blood is ſhed. An Angel went forth, 

and ſmote of the A/jrians in one night one hundred, 
fourſcore, and five thouſand : Eſa. 37. 36. 

It is frequent in Scripture to ſet forth the Miraculous 
Appearances, and Works of inviſible Powers, either of 
God. or of the Angels, or of the Holy Ghoſt, by Fire, both 
to. the. Ear, and to the. Eye. A Pillar of Fire led the 
Children of 1fae! through the Wilderneſg Horſes of 
fire, and Chariots of fire, carried up Elijah into Heaven, 
and encompaſlled the Servant of Eliſhah, when hewas a- 
fraid of an Army of Enemies ; the Holy Ghoſt deſcended 
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in the form of fiery-Tongues upon the les, The 
Lord promiſeth by the Prophet Eſaiab, to be a wall of 
Fire round about his People. And John the —_ tells 
us in the Goſpel of St. Matthew, that Jeſw Chriſt ſhall 
Baptize his People with the Holy Ghoſt, and with 
Frre. | 

Fire is the moſt potent, and glorious of all the Ele- 
ments. Some ſay, that the Sxx, the chief, and the Gol- 
den Head of this viſible World, is the Element of Fire ; 
and that Fire ſhal at laft convert al the other Elements 
into it ſelf, and ſo give them their Perfettion. Fire is 
Burning, and conſuming only on Earth, where it is ſtrat- 


tened, and meets with reſiſtance. But in Heaven it is on» ' 


ly vital, tranſparent,ſhining,cheering, incorruptible. In 
al theſe reſpects, how proper is it to repreſent the Mira=s 
culous deſcents of God from aboye upon. the Earth, as. 
he ſhines forth upon his Church, or flames forth upon 
the world, by Fire. 


The DoGrine. which I ſbal obſerve to. you from theſe 
words, and inſiſt upon, is this: - 
Docr. 
God makes it his Delight, and Praiſe, to go, New, and Extra- 
ordinary waies with his Church, and with the World for 

his Churches ſake. 


I wil give you Two Arguments, for the cleering, and 
proving of the Point - One from Chriſt : The other 
from the $pirit.

The Firſt Argument is taken from Chriſt. The way of God 
with his Church, and with the World, in order to the Churchis int 
Chriſt, Tintreat you for the fuller underſtanding of gun 
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and how it makes tothe Point in hand, eolay ehree $crip- 
tures together. Ephef. 3. 8,9, tO. Matth, 23, 8, Ephef. 
I, 20, | 
Epbeſ. 3.8. You read in the latter end of the verſe, of 
the unſearchable Riches of Chriſt. Two things go to make 
up Riches : Precrouſn(ſs, and _ The things of Chriſt 
are Rarities, Preciows things ; fuch, as are no where to be 
found in the Creature. They are the Things of God, the 
Righteouſneſs of God, the Wiſdom of God, the Power 
the Peace; the Grace, the Glory of God, Now Jeſws Chriſt 
hath Plenty of theſe Preciows thmgs, and this makes him 
Rich. But the Holy Ghoft thinks not that word of Riches 
h to ex the Excettency, and Falneſs of Chriſt. 
Therefore he adds to Riches, Unſearchableneff, and calls 
them the Unſearchable Riches of Chriſt. ——— 
reſpets the Natwre, or Namber of _ The Excellen- 
. cies of Chriſt are both waies Unſearchable. Every. thing of 
Chriſt is Unvaluable : and thoſe Unvaluable things in Him, ' 
are Inmmerable. They are paſt our Underſtanding. We 
cannot comp the Ex-elexcy, nor count'the Namber 
ofthem. They ſwallow us np, and'Tofe us in Admira- 
tion, ; 

At Verſe 9. St. Parlgoes onto ſhew, That the Myſtery 
of theſe Riches, in which atSaines, and Holy Spirits-have 
an immortal Fellowſhip one with another, as itt a retired 
Paradice, is that ſecret Wheel, hidden in God, on which 
the wholCreation is turned? from the begmning to the 
End: Andto make af men fee, what is the fe Þ of the my- 
frery, which from the beginning of the world is hidden in God, 
who created al things by Jeſus Chriſt, | 

Verſe, 10 We ——_—_— that rhe iment'of God in 


the Richer of Chriſt is, thar the Averlcrhemiſelvs; who rale

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Power, and'Operations, even the higheſt of them, and 
that in the mid(t of their Heaveuly Glories, ſhould have 
new Difcoveries of the Wiſdom of God, in the variec 
of its Wayes, and Contrivances bythe workings of G 
according to Chriſt 1m-the Church, and from the Church 
uponthe World : To the intent, That now unto the Prinei- 


palities, and Powers ins Heavenly places muy be known by the 


Church the mnifold wiſdom of God : verſe 11. According to 
the Eternal purpoſe, which be puepoſed in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord. 
The only Rule and Line, by which walks and 
works, is the eternal Draught or Platform inthe Perſon 
of Chriſt, 

Let us now lay to this Scripture, that of Matt. 28. x8. 
All Power is given unto me in Heaven and Eerth. They are the 
words of our Savior, being riſen from the dead. The 
word Power, a9 it is in the Greek, ſignifieth Emincncy, 4w- 
thority, Magiſtracy, Rule. Heeven and Earth have Foxr 
Senſes, which areall intended here. Firlt, Theſe Heavens 
and Earth, which we ſee with our Eyes. Secondly, 
Things Yiþbleand Inviſible. Thirdly, Grace, and Natwre; 
or the things of God, and of the Creature. Fourthly, The 
Church and Common-wealth ;, Civil, and Religious Aﬀairs, if 
this be a diſtm Senſe from that before it. You ſee by 
this Scriptmre, whatule Jeſis Chriſd hath for thoſe Unſcer- 
chable Riches mentioned in the former Seriptwre, and to 
what — he puts them 3; ever to rule AV in Hea- 
Ven, in Farth; among 8pirits, Angels, and Men; in 
Grace, and Nature: tn Church, and Common: wealth. 

I increat you now to make a ſtaked for little while, and 
to look back uponthe joynt ſenſe of theſe two Scriptures; 
the Rivhes, cndede Rule of Chriſt; that we may fee how 
they make forour preſent purpoſe, for the openings and

We know, that ifa man 
ſpeak, who is full, and hath much to ſay, he ſpeaks 
quick, paſleth witha freſhneſs from one thing to ano- 
ther, and'is (till ſaying «w things. What Aarities then, 
what great, what new things may we expect every day in 
the Attairs ofthe world for the Intereſt of the Church , 
when as the Perſon who hath the Government of. All, is 
Hee, who hath in himſelf Unſearchable Kicker? What 
Comfort is this to afflicted ones ? what atlurement to 
ſinners? what ground of Hope, and rejoycing to Belee- 
vers? what Light, and Direction to States-men? what 
Humiliation in themſelves, what Exaltation in Chri(, 
unto all? ItisJeſ#s Chriſt, who hath all Power in Hea- 
ver and Earth; in Spiritual, Civil, and Natural things 3 
who rulesthem all according to the Unſearchable Riches, 
which he hath in himſelf, of Mercy, Righteouſneſs, Holineſs, 
Life, Joy,Glory,Wiſdom, and Power. Let every one now;that 
is weary, and heavy laden with any burden of ſin, guilt, 
wrath, ſickneſs, or ſorrow, cry out; O the Preciouſneſs of 
the Love, and Vertue of Chriſt | how unvaluable are 
they ! O the Plentifulneſs of thoſe Precious Loves, and 
Vertnes | how are they morefor number,than the Sand 
on the Sea-ſhore, or the Stars in Heaven ! I will no more 
look down upon the Darkneſs of mine own condition, 
nor round about for Help or Happinefs from the Crea- 
ture. Iwill wait upon him for viſits every morning, for 
influences every moment, upon my Soul, Body,Relati-- 
ons, Atfairs; and thoſe Great above my Underſtanding, 
or Expectation); New without Number, or End. / 
= There 
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There is a third Scripture , which concurrs ſo fully 
with theſeTwo mentioned before,which ſo comprehends 
the ſence of them both, which gives ſo much light, and 
ſtrength to our preſent buiſneſs, that I may not omit it. 
Epheſ. 1. verſe, 20,21, 23. Which he wrought in Chriſt, when 
he raiſed him from the dead, and ſet him at his own right hand in 
heavenly places, Farr abcve al principality, and power, and 
every name, that is naved, not only in this world, but in that, 
which is to come, And hath put al things under his feet, and 
gave him tobe the head over al things to the Church. 

Pray obſerve ſome few ſhort Particulars, which lye 
faire in the very outſide of the words, Firſt, The Lord 
Jeſws ſtands not now in any Root of Nature, but upon a 
ſupernatural Root in the Reſurrection from the dead 
by the Almighty power of the Father. Secondly, Heis 
not inthe Capacity of his Humane, but of his divine 
Nature. Heis at the Right Handof God, that is, inthe 
Love, ſtrength, Joy,. Glory of the God-head. As the 
Left Hand of God is his wrath, his ſtringe work, . his Diſ- 
guiſe : ſo his Right Hand 1s Love, his naked Face, his 
properform, where he is ſeen,as he is, as the Saints (bal 

hold him. Thirdly, He isnot rank't in any order of 
the Creatures. He is ſet above alranks, and orders of © 
Created things, both men, and Angels with their ſever- 
al dignitys,and degrees : Farr above principalitys and powers. 
Fourthly, Heis cloath'd withan Image, a form, which 
hath no Proportion, Similitude, or Agreement with any 
thing of the Creatue. He hath a Name above every Name, 
that is Named in this world, and that, which is to come, The 
Name of Chriſt, which is the Image of his Nature, is not 
only above Sun, Moon, and Starres withal the powers 
of theſe Vitible Heavens, and Living men-upon the 
Earth : butalſoabovethe ris world in its freſhelt 
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glory, asitis that world, which is next to be mwailed, 
and come forth upon the ſtage before*the Eyesof men, 
when the Saints ſhal be, as the I. Fi _— 
Teſws Chriſt ;, as his Perſon is thus ſtared, and m this'Ca- 
pacity 3 15 made the Head ovey al things, to contrive, corn» 
mand, work al every wherc, as the Head doth in theho- 
dy, which is the ſeat of theunderftanding, the fornmtzine 
of ſence, and Motien. Sixthly, Al this isim order to the 
Ehrrch;forthe Churches ſake He # given to be head over all to 
the Church ; that the Propriety, the pleaſure,the Profite in 
his Perſon, Power, and Rule might be the Churches. 
A Msratle is defined to be that, which is Supra ordinem 
votins nature create, Above the order of al Created Nature. 
What new, what ſtranpethings, what Miracles may we 
look for now in the government of the world;eſpecially, 
when the Church is concerned: ſeeing rhat ony Lord 
Jeſws in this Capacity, as he is at the Righe hand of God, 
fet above al Rankes, and orders of the who! Creation 
is made Head over al things for the Church ? Jeſws Chri 
could work no Miracles in one place, becanſe of the un- 
beleefe of the Inhabitants. Oar unbeliefe, in that we 
ſeenot the Lord Jeſus, as Eſaiah faw hith by a Spirit of 
Prophelie, — this Throne of the divine Na- 
tare, high and lifted up, above every Principality, and 
Power, wthe Reaſon, why we have no more Miracles, 
no more of his new, and extracrdinary Works m the 
midſt of us. It is onr anbeleefe, that we do nor ſee, and 
acknowledg, thoſe wonders,which he hath wrought,and 
ts ſtil working, while he filsthe whol earth with hrs glory

7 
Perſon'of &hrift, which is the Book of Life,that Word com- 
ming forth from the-mouth of God, on which alone man 
Lives; Ifwedid by faith, in the vanity of the ſpirit,take 
m, concott, digeſt, rare into Nature, and Nouriſhment 
theſe Evangelical truths concerning the Purſom of Chrift

The Second Argument is drawn from the Holy Spirit. 
As the way of God is in Chriſt havitig his Naw nawe writ- 
ten upon his Perſon : ſo the Way of Chriſtin his Church, 
and in the world tor his Church, is in the $pirzt, and after 
the Newreſi of that. 

Rom 7.6, But now we are delivered from the Law that beins 
dead, wherein we were held, that we fhowld 2900 in Newneft of 

ſfirit, and not in the oldnefs of the Letter. The Soul of man is 
here ſer forth;as having two Huſbands. The firſt Huſband 
is the Firſt Adm, the Fleſh, the Natural Man, This 
being ſlaine by the death of the Lord Ji; the Soul is 
ſet free from him, and from his Law, which is a Law of 


lin, 
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fin, and Death. Her ſecond Huſband, to whom ſhe is. 
married upon the Death ofthe firſt, is the laſtman, the 
Glorified Perſon of Chriſt, as He is in the Reſurredion 
from the Dead. And now the Soul is ſubje&only.to

As to Fear Godin the old Teſtament, and to 
beleeve in the new : ſoin both to ſerve him comprehends 
al parts of Religion, the whol Communion between 
God, and the Soul; by which God Miniſters himſelf in 
ſtreams of Truth, Grace, and joy to the Soul; or the 
Soul Miniſters to him, by recejving him, by recejving 
al from him, by receiving him together with al, and by 
returning it ſelf, andal things to him, in Love, humility, 
obedience, thankſgiving.  » 

The two ways of this Service are the Oldnef\ of the LeHer, 
andthe newneſs of Spirit. The Letter is that Law, which is 
proper, aad fitted to the Principle of Nature, the fleſt, 
the firſt 4daminhis power, and purity. The $pirit is the 
Law of the New man, the Heavenly Image, and ſecond + 
Adam, as He is riſzn from the dead, and ſtands in a Root 
of Glory, from thence bloſſoming, and bringing forth 
fruit in al his Members. The Letter is like unto a Ce- 
ſtern. The Spirit is the Fountain. The water in a Celtern 
hath its ſtint, and ſet meaſure; it 1s a ſtanding water, 
which hath no ſpring to quicken it; it is apt to corrugt 
with ſtanding, and to dry away. Suchis the Law of the

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Letter. Itis ſhut up in an outward, narrow form, and 
meaſure; it hath not its root in it ſelf; it grows old, it 
darkens, withers, and dies away. But the Spirit is a 
Fountain, and as a Fountain hath a Five-fold Newnef; of 
Life, of Luſtre, of Purity, of Variety, of Immortality. 

But herenow, although it may ſeem to be a digre(- 


ſion from my preſent ſcope, yet give meleave by the. 


way to interpoſe a Caution very proper for this diſcourſe 
of the Letter, and the Spiritz which is, that. you mi» 
ſtake not the Ryot, Exceſs, and Inordinacy of the fleſh, 
for the Newneſs, Freedom,aud Extraordinarineſs of the 
Spirit. To afliſt you in this Caution, take this Diſtinion 
between the Novelties, and Extravagancies of thefleſh z 
and the Newneſs, and Extraordinarineſs of the Spirit. 
Firſt: Thereisa Newneſs in which there is ſomthi 

unchangable, an inward Principle,a hidden Nature, a 
Life, a Relliſh, which is ever the ſame; however, the 
outward operations and manifeſtations vary. ' The Life 
of the Spirit is as a Tree. 'The Tree is new1n the Spring, 
the Summer, the Aitumn 3! baving for every Seaſon; its 
freſh puttings forth of Leaves,Blaſſoms Fruit, ripe Fruit; 
Yet the Tree is (till the ſame; ' hath the ſame Root, 'Sap, 
and Nature. '1 | 

Secondly : There is a Newneſs, where all things are 
changed, not only the outward puttings forth, but the 
moſt inward Principle, where there abides nothing of 
the vor. This is like that change, where the Rod of 
Moſes being caſt upon the ground, was madea real Ser- 
pent, andthe Dalt of Egypt being caſt up into the Air,be-

Now, as they ſay in Phyloſophy, Species, et Eſſentie re»

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of uncertainty, and change in the Tadjviduals, by the va- 
riety, and change of outward Accidents: So in a Saint 
compared with himſelf through the whol time of his 
Regeneracy, or compared with all other Saints in all 
Ages,ther is the ſame new nature,the ſame inward ſavor 
in the Principle,in the Spirit although the inward forms 
upon the underſtanding, may'have great change accor- 
ding tothe different degrees, and wayes of Light; as 
alſothe outward forms of life and Converſation, may 
have great variety in anſwer tothe Light within. But 
where you ſee Perſons, while they profeſs themſelves 
tobe Saints, ehanging all, having nothing of the ſame 
Nature, or Relliſh left ; there is great reaſonto fear, 
that this is not the Newnels of the Spirit, but the Wild- 
neſs of the Fleſh; not the freſhneſs, and variety of the 
living Spring, but the Endleſs turnings, and windings 
ofthe old Serpent. 

But to returnnow, and to ſhew you how this $cyip- 
ture > which hath occaſioned this ſhort {tay by the way, 
makes good that Doffrine, which we have 1n hand. All 
the way of Jew Chriſt in the Saints, and in the World 
for the ſakeof the Saints, is aſter the newneſs of the ſpi- 
rit. It follows then, that itmuſt be it ſelf Newzand Ex- 
traordinary.

the Babylorians, is made in Scripture univerſally a Type of 
every Deliverance ekke People of God from the nc 
ers of Darkneſs, and of this world; but more particular- 
ty of the Deliverance of the Church in the laſt daies 
from Ant:-hrift, which is Spiritual Babylon, | 
Secondly : In this Deliverance, the Lord laies afide 
all Preſidents, every old Form, and Cuſtom ; he works 
a New thing. What is this New thing ? He wakes a Way in 
the Wilderneſs; and Rivers in the Deſart. Theſe Ex 
look backward by way of Allufion to the Coming ofthe 
Children of //7ae! out of Egypt, when the Lord made a 
way for them through the Wilderneſs, going himſelf 
before them in the Pillar of a Cloud, and of Fire; and 
gave them Rivers of Water from the Rock, which fol- 
lowed them in the Defert, But this Literal Senſe is not 
that which the Lord here intends. For this had been no 
New thing, but had only brought the former things to 
remembrance by the Imitation, and Re-iteration of 
them. Therefore the words look forward to an Allego- 
rical, and Myſtical accompliſhment in the times of the 
Goſpel.
